last week running without lights. When
the boat failed to answer slgnnls

for It. customs offlclnls started
after In their speed lnunch capable of
developing rourtccn knots nn hour. Cust-
oms men stood by trie watch and con
fidently expected to soon overhaul the
lsrgcr boat. When the crew of the sub-
chaser spied them, however, the rare
was fo one-side- d the customs men
abandoned the clinsc.

TO BUILD POLICE BOAT

Chester Shipyard Is Awarded Con-

tract By Cortelyou
As the lowest bidder, the Merchant

Shipbuilding Corporation, at Chester,
has been awarded tho contract by' Di-
rector Cortelyou, of the Department of
"Public Safety, to build a police and fire
boat for this port. It is specified that
the craft will bo completed in seven
months at a cost of S212.400.

The new boat will bo of tho most
modern type for fire protection In the
harbor. The length will bo 120 feet
over all, beam twenty-eigh- t feet nnd
depth twelve feet nine inches, with a
draught of nine feet.

It will be equipped with n vertical
compound cngino developing fiOO indi-
cated horse-powe- r, steam for which will
be supplied by two Babcock nnd Wil-
cox boilers set for oil burning.
